Appeal Denied Of 


Convicted Armed Robber | 


An appeal by Darry Rabideau was denied by the state 
court of appeals Jan. 29 in connection with his conviction of 
armed robbery. Rabideau, 23, and a 16-year-old companion 
were involved in a nine-hour massive manhunt in June, 1984, 
along the AuSable River. Rabideau had plead guilty to a 
charge of armed robbery in exchange for a dismissal of a 
charge of assault with intent to commit murder, He was sen- 
tenced to a prison term of 14 to 25 years. The appeals court 
found the Rabideau’s claim that the sentence was based on 
an inaccurate presentence report is without merit. They also 

Bs ruled the trial judge did not make an dndependent finding of 
guilt on another charge.

School Board To Decide 
On Plan for 7-3 Graders 


The Crawford AuSable Board of Educa- 
tion will vote on a plan for housing middle 
school students at a special meeting Mon- 
day, Feb. 24, at 7:30 p.m. in the GHS library. 

The plan calls for placing all seventh and 
eighth graders at the Grayling High School 
and all sixth graders at the Grayling 
Elementary School for the 1986-87 school 
year while the Grayling Middle Schooi is 
renovated. 

The Middle School Relocation Planning 
Committee told the board they thought it 
would be better to keep entire grades 
together and use school facilities rather 
than face the problems connected with using 
non-school facilities. 

Dr. Carolyn DiPonio, a member of the 
committee, presented the plan to the school 
board at their Feb. 10 meeting. She said 
1986-87 would be a difficult year, but the plan 
could work with the cooperation of everyone 
involved and the realization the next year 
will bring an ideal facility arrangement. 

In order to house all 250 seventh and 
eighth grade students at the high school, 


every academic classroom and some non- 
academic rooms will be used as classrooms 
every single hour of the school day. In addi- 
tion, two small classrooms will have to be 
added on to the new bus garage at the high 
school. The following year when they are no 
longer needed as classrooms, they will be 
used for storage. Superintendent Kent Rey- 
nolds said adding the two rooms onto the 
new bus garage was one of the least expen- 
sive means to provide the two extra class- 
rooms needed. Additionally, the school dis- 
trict is hurting for storage space at the high 
school. 

Because of the tight use of classrooms, the 


schedule for students at the high school 


won’t be as flexible as in the past. Another 
problem in scheduling will be the use of the 
high school gym. With the middle school 
gym closed due to renovation, all middle 
school and high school athletic teams will be 
trying to make do with one gym. 

The sixth graders will use the five new 
classrooms being built at the Grayling Ele- 
mentary this summer.

Seems the Ohio National Guard couldn’t 
get enough of Camp Grayling during Annual 
Training ‘85. More than 170 guardmembers 
returned to Grayling in January and Feb- 
ruary to participate in winter survival train- 
ing for six days. 

Previously the survival training was con- 
ducted at Camp Perry in Ohio. But winter 
weather conditions at Camp Perry are no 
match when it comes to the 30-inch snows 
and minus zero degree HEMPEL OES here at 
Grayling. 

Also, the Ohio and Michigan guards have 
established a good working relationship 
over the years according to Sgt. Maj. James

In addition to the snow and cold, the camp 
provided guardmembers with barracks 
when they weren’t out in the field and pro- 
vided ammunition during range firing. 

The troops spent two nights out in the field 
living in arctic tents, skiing from objective 
to objective in order to perform their cold 
weather missions, 

For many Ohio guardmembers accustom- 
ed to the sands of Grayling the 30-inch blan- 
ket of white took some getting used to. There 
was some slip-sliding the first day when the 
soldiers donned their skis. But by the week’s 
end, as the troops prepared to return to 
Ohio, there were several soldiers already

Camp Shawono Proposal 
Could Inerease Payroll 
By $800,000 Annually 


A proposal to change Camp Shawono to a 
medium security training center and 
regional maximum security holding center 
for juveniles could add another 20-25 jobs at 
the camp. The proposed change with extra 
jobs could bump the annual payroll at the 
camp an additional $800,000 above the 
current level. There are 23 employees work- 
ing at Camp Shawono currently. 

The building additions and remodeling 
needed to convert the minimum security 
camp into a medium security camp are 
estimated to cost about $800,000. The 
medium security training center could 
house 40 juveniles. 

The addition needed for the maximum 
security holding center with a 15-person 
capacity would cost an estimated $1.2 
million. 


The funds for construction and operation 
come from the state. Under the proposal, 
Camp Shawono would only serve juveniles 
from the upper 48 counties in Michigan. The 
ages of juveniles would range from 12 to 
17%, The maximum security detention cen- 
ter would hold both female and male 
juveniles. 


Department of Social Services officials 
feel reasonably sure they will receive fund- 
ing for the proposal. 


If funding is approved without much 
delay, they hope to start construction in the 
spring and have the medium security 
facility in operation by October. They’re 
pushing to have the regional holding center 
in operation by next January.

Earn More Than $35,000 


A 1985 report showed more than a quarter 
of households in Crawford County having 
buying incomes of more than $35,000 a year. 

The 1985 Survey of Buying Power, by 
Sales & Marketing Management, an inde- 
pendent research publication, ranked Craw- 
ford County 2nd in northern Michigan with 
26 percent of households having a buying in- 
come of $35,000 or more a year. Only Grand 
Traverse County with 26.4 percent of its 
households having buying incomes of more 
than $35,000, had a higher percentage than 
Crawford. Buying income is simply income 
minus taxes. 


The study used 1984 data to show 31.1 per- 
cent of the households in Crawford County 
had buying incomes from $10,000 to $20,000. 
About 26.4 percent had buying incomes from 
$20,000 to $35,000. About 16.5 percent had 
buying incomes from $35,000 to $50,000 and 
9.5 percent had buying incomes of $50,000 or 
above. The study listed the county’s popula- 
tion at 10,500 with about 3,600 households. 

In comparison, Roscommon had a popula- 
tion of 18,400 with about 7,600 households. In 
Roscommon, 36.6 percent had buying in- 
comes of $10,000 to $20,000. About 23 percent 
had buying incomes from $20,000 to $35,000. 
About 8 percent had buying incomes from 
$35,000 to $50,000, and 1.9 percent had in- 
comes of $50,000 and above. 

Otsego County had a population of 16,000 
with 5,500 households. In Otsego, 28.1 per- 
cent had buying incomes of $10,000 to 
$20,000. About 35 percent had buying in- 


comes of $20,000 to $35,000. About 15.8 per- - 


cent had buying incomes of 15.8 percent, and 
7.2 percent had buying incomes of 7.2 per- 
cent. 


The average household buying income for 
Crawford County was $21,036 - fourth in 
northern Michigan. In our immediate area, 
Otsego was a bit higher with a $22,719 
average household buying income. Roscom- 
mon at $14,639, Kalkaska at $17,900, and 
Oscoda at $14,011 were all quite a bit lower 
than Crawford. 

In total retail sales, Crawford 
($39,821,000) was far below Otsego 
($91,261,000), Roscommon ($93,268,000), and 
Kalkaska ($47,131,000), but above Oscoda 

($31,333,000). 

In total food sales, Crawford ($9, 801 ,000) 
was helow all four neighboring counties, Ot- 
sego ($19,243,000), Roscommon 
($26,672,000), Kalkaska ($10,720,000), and 
Oscoda ($10,463,000), ; 

In sales at eating and drinking places, 
Crawford ($4,385,000) was below Otsego 
($9,112,000) and Roscommon ($7,777,000}, 
but above Kalkaska ($4,088,000) and Oscoda 
($2,545,000). 

In general merchandise sales, Crawford 
($3,440,000) was below Otsego ($5,858,000) 
but above Roscommon ($2,578,000), Kal- 
kaska ($49,000), and Oscoda ($249,000). 

In furniture and appliance sales, Craw- 
ford ($375,000) was below all four counties, 
Otsego ($3,861,000), Rescommon 
($1,448,000), Kalkaska ($578,000), and 
Oscoda ($960,000). 

In automobile and parts sales, Crawford 
($6,925,000) was below Otsego ($17,027,000), 
Roscommon ($20,979,000), and Kalkaska 
($14,316,000), but above Oscoda ($2,119,000). 

In drug store sales, Crawford ($1,308,000) 
was below Otsego ($2,337,000), Roscommon 
($3,323,000), and Osceda ($1,953,000), but 
above Kalkaska ($417,000).

Problem Potholes 


A computer at the Univer- 
sity of California, Irvine 
thinks there may be a better 
solution to the way we repair 
those perturbing potholes 
and other highway obstacles. 

Dr. Stephen Ritchie, an 
assistant professor of civil 
engineering at UCI and re- 
searcher in artificial intelli- 
gence, is developing a system 
that could help agencies iden- 
tify the causes of road decay 
and select the methods of 

repair that are the most 
effective and cost efficient.

The central question then 
concerning a test for love is 
not truth, but unity. The 
resulting evaluation § of 
spirituality is unity because 
of love. If one is not a mem- 
ber of the ecumenical move- 
ment he is unloving and 
divisive. When truth and 
unity conflict, the one 
choosing unity is showing 
love, and the one choosing 
truth is showing hate. This is 
ecumenical love. 

To speak of love without 
truth is not biblical, chris- 
tian, nor reasonable. Jesus 


. Christ was not only love per- 


sonified, He was also trath 
personified. (John 14:6). He 
sets us free through His 
truth. (John 8:32), The Holy 
Spirit who endwells every 
Christian is called the Spirit 
of truth. (John 15:26). He 
guides us into all truth. 
(John 16:13). We therefore 
worship God in spirit and in 
truth. (John 4:23). The 
church is called the pillar 
and ground of the truth. (I 
Tim. 3:15). When we love, 
we are to love in truth. (2 
John 1&3 John 1). 

The church of antichrist 
will form because of a loss of 
love for the truth, (2 Thess 
2:10) Turning the truth of 
God into a lie is the mark of 
human depravity. (Romans 
1:25). Damnation of souls 
results from believing not 
the truth. (2 Thess. 2:12). 
Turning from the truth is one 
of the most unloving things 
one can do. Jesus said, “If ye 
love me, keep my command- 
ments.” (John 14:15). John, 
the disciple of love, wrote, 
“Let us not love in 
word...but...in truth.”’ (J 
John 3:18). Love is more 
than talk, it is obedience to 
truth.

Grayling Long 
Distance Cails 
stay with AT&T 


Customers in Grayling will 
continue to use AT&T when 
dialing one-plus for long dis- 
tance calls, according to Bob 
Kowalski, division manager 
for General Telephone. 

Kowalski explained Gen- 
eral Telephone is making 
major equipment modifica- 
tions required to offer a ser- 
vice called equal access to 
customers. Equal access 
enables customers to select 
a preferred long distance 
company for handling ‘‘one- 
plus” calls beyond the area 
served by their local tele- 
phone company. 

Kowalski said GTE noti- 
fied all long distance com- 
panies operating in the 
region six months ago, ex- 
plaining it could make equal 
access available on May 31, 
1986. Long distance com- 
panies that wanted to serve 
local customers on that date 
were required to notify GTE 
by January 31, he said. 

“No new long distance 
companies placed orders for 
equal access connections to 
our local network,” Kowal- 
ski said. “That means cus- 
tomers who place their long 
distance calls by dialing one- 
plus will continue to be 
served by AT&T.” 

Kowalski explained long 
distance companies are free 
to choose which markets 
they serve. Often those 
decisions are based on mar- 
ket studies and such factors 
as the cost of serving the 
area, he sald.

Basic Life Saving and 
Home Safety for infants and 
small children will be the 
topic of a two-part program) 
offered by the community 
services. office of Grayling 
Mercy Hospital, February 25 
and March 4, 1986. The infor- 
mational session begins at 
7:00 p.m. and will cover such 
topics as procedures for 
choking, coronary pul- 
monary resuscitation 
(CPR), basic first aid, how 
to use your physician and 
what to do for poisoning. 

Pat Hanson, community 
service coordinator at 
Mercy Hospital, said the pro- 
gram is open to parents and 
any other individuals who 
have a child care responsi- 
bilities such as babysitters 
and day care center em- 
ployees. 

Ms. Hanson said the in- 
struction received in this 
program wilt be of value to 
the participants, given. the 
availability of medical atten- 
tion in our rural area. “Even 
though the ambulance 
crews in our area respond 
very quickly, it often is not 
quick enough for a choking 
child,’’ Ms. Hanson said. Ac- 
cidents are the most com- 
mon cause of childhood 
emergencies, according to 
Ms. Hanson, and the leading 
cause of death in the first 15 
years of life. Many childhood 
deaths could be prevented 
every year if more parents 
and childcare providers 
were trained in basic life 
saving techniques, she said. 

The program has been 
organized through the 
cooperative efforts of Mercy 
Hospital’s Bruce McGuire, 
Cardiopulmonary Services, 
Charles Langenderfer, 
Pharmacy and Kathy Zelin- 
sky, RN of Obstetrics.

But in principal, it seems to me, 
Gramm-Rudman makes sense, That’s 
the way it works out in real life. If you 
don’t have the money, you don’t spend it. 
Or if you do spend money you don’t have, 
you run up a deficit. Sooner or later, you 
can’t borrow anymore and you have to 
stop spending. Really, it’s pretty simple. 

IN MY VIEW, though, the cuts should 
apply everywhere, including defense and 
social security, too. Those aren’t popular 
views, however. But why not? 

The other option, of course, is te get 
more revenue. That means raise taxes. 
That’s what happens out in real life, too, 
and probably Congress — and the Presi- 
dent — will wind up raising taxes, too, as 
well as cutting spending. 

That is, these steps are inevitable if the 
government is to limit and reduce and 
eventually eliminate deficits. Tighten your 
belts, or pay more, or some combination of 
the two. Really, that seems pretty simple, 
too. 

But it’s much simpler in the saying than 
in the doing. 

* * * 

ALTHOUGH SOME spending agencies 
are exempt from Gramm-Rudman cut- 
ting, Congress itself is not. Already some 
cries of anguish are being heard in antici- 
pation of Capitol Hill cuts. 

According to a recent Associated Press 


story, that may have been an oversight. ~ 


AP quoted one Capitol Hill source: “I think 
the universal reaction has been, ‘Hey, wait 
a second, that’s us. Who’s the idiot who 
didn't exempt Congress?’ ’’ Naturally, this 
AP source wished to remain anonymous. 

Some congressional offices will have to 
reduce services to constituents, AP report- 
ed, quoting Mark Miller, a congressional 
aide: ‘‘Things are just going to slow down, 
albeit with some loss of service to con- 
stituents. There’s so much mail to move 
and so many things to do. With fewer 
people it’s just going to be done more slow- 
ly.” 

The wonder of it all is that the con- 
stituents probably won’t even notice the 
difference, and probably won’t care if they 
do. Most of us feel we’re getting too much 
government as it is. But it could be worse 
~— we could be getting all the government 
we're paying for.

Also, Governor James Blanchard an- 
nounced last month the creation of a citi- 
zen’s escrow fund which would hold all in- 
come tax revenues collected in excess of 
4.6 percent starting on March 31, if the 
Legislature could not agree on a tax roll- 
back by then, 

The SFA revenue projections for 1986-87 
include $25 million from the tax amnesty 
and stepped-up enforcement program, in 
addition to $60 million this year. 

That program, politically tied to the tax 
rollback issue, is temporarily stalled. The 
Governor reflects only $50 million in 
revenues this year; none in 1986-87. 

The SFA budget analysis for 1986-87 said 
the general fund will have to add $18.9 
million in general fund spending beyond 
the Governor’s recommendations for 
school aid, due to slower growth in dedi- 
cated sales taxes, and $12,2 million in pay- 
ments to the budget stabilization fund. 

Among other budget problems, the 
agency projected higher welfare caseloads 
than did the Governor, and said the 
Gramm-Rudman deficit-cutting law will 
cost Michigan $41.2 million in federal 
revenues, with the largest share ($12.5 
million) from highway aid. 

The SFA projection said AFDC weifare 
caseloads will be 4,900 higher than DMB 
estimates in the current year, the major 
source of $15.7 million more in required 
general fund spending than administration 
estimates, and 5,800 higher in 1986-87, at a 
cost of $15.3 million. 

The higher caseload and cost estimates 
for general assistance for the two years is 
1,400 ($16.3 million) and 7,700 ($20.4 
million).

Super Lotto To 
Begin This Spring 


Lansing - Beginning in 
April, the Michigan Lottery 
will offer players a second 
Lotto game which features 
higher jackpot, second and 
third prize shares. 

Announcing plans for 
“Super Lotto”’ at a news con- 
ference here today, Lottery 
Commissioner Michael J. 
Carr noted that it will be a 
companion to, rather than a 
replacement for, the present 
Lotto gaime. The start-up 
date will be announced 
sometime next month. 

“Super Lotto, with weekly 
drawings held each Satur- 
day evening, will challenge 
players to select six num- 
bers from 1 to 44,” he said. 
“In most respects, players 
will find it very similar to 
our present 6 of 40 game 
which will go back to weekly 
drawings each Wednesday. 

“Shares in our regular 
Lotto Jackpots have 
averaged some $1.7 million 
since the start of the game,” 
Carr said. ‘‘Super Letto 
should provide average 
Jackpot shares of more than 
$3 million. Second prize 
shares' will be an estimated 
$2,500 compared to $1,600, 
and third prize shares will 
average an estimated $90 in- 
stead of $50. 

“The odds of matching all 
six numbers drawn to win or 
share the Jackpot in Super 
Lotto will be just over one in 
seven million. This com- 
pares to odds of about one in 
3.8 million in the present 
game,” he added. ‘There 
also is a corresponding in- 


crease in the odds for match- ° 


ing five or four of the num- 
bers to win shares of second 
and third prize pools.”’ 

Carr said subscription 
play would not be offered for 
Super Lotto, but noted that 
the Lottery is looking into 
the feasibility of offering ad- 
vance wagering. 

‘Access to game ter- 
minals is much greater now 
than when our original Lotto 
game started,”’ Carr added, 
“So players should find it 
convenient to purchase 
tickets at any of the approx- 
imately 2,500 retailers state- 
wide who will have ter- 
minals by the start of Super 
Lotto. About 1,700 terminals 
were in operation for the 
beginning of our existing 
Lotto game back in August 
of 1984.” 

Present subscriptions for 
the 6/40 game will remain in 
effect, with subscribers 
receiving official notice 
during the next few weeks of 
the return to weekly draw- 
ings. When the Super Lotto 
start-up date is determined, 
they will receive a second 
mailing containing informa- 
tion to help them figure the 
length of time left on their 
subscriptions. 

Carr also noted that the 
Lottery will be using the 
same drawing equipment as 
in the present Lotto game, 
and tickets will be issued by 
retailers using existing ter- 
minals and bet slip readers 
following some modifica- 
tions. 

He said Super Lotto is ex- 
pected to help the Lottery 
surpass its overall 1986 fiscal 
year sales goal of some $1 
billion, providing more than 
$500 million in prizes and 
$430 million for K-12 educa- 
tion. Included in that sales 


figures is a 30 percent in- 


crease in Lotto revenues to 
$446 million. 

“In condsidering exten- 
sion of our Lotto game play, 
we closely studied ex- 
perience in other states,” 
Carr said. ‘“‘We elected to 
leave players a choice of 
games. 

“Tf they want to try for 
larger prizes against longer 
odds, they will play Super 
Lotto. But, if players prefer 
a greater chance to win 
smaller prizes, they can con- 


tinue with our present Lotto 
games,”’ he concluded. 

Through the 98th Lotto 
drawing on February 1, ap- 
proximately $320 million had 
been won in the game. In- 
cluded was some $224 million 
going to 129 Jackpot winners 
on 20-year payment sched- 
ules, about $43 million to 
more than 27,000 Second 
Prize winners, and approx- 
imately $52 million to some 
one million Third Prize win- 
ners.

With the snow once again 
blown and melted off the 
trees a number of little 
things become obvious. Bird 
nests. Have you ever con- 
sidered the variety to be 
found in bird nests? For 


‘example, the Bald Eagle 


uses the same nest each year 
and over a period of years 
the next becomes very large, 
since the Eagle adds twigs 
and large branches each 
year. A nest may weigh up to 
aton. 

On the other hand the nest 
of a Ruby-throated Hum- 
mingbird is small enough to 
fit inside the circle formed 
by your thumb = and 
forefinger. The nest is built 
of wooly chunks of leaf and 
grass held together with bits 
of spider web or plant fibers. 
The nest is covered with bits 
of lichen and resembles a 
knot on a tree limb more 
than a nest. 

The next of a Baltirnore 
Oriole is a pocket-shaped 
hammock constructed of 
string, hair and plant fibers. 
Usually attached to small 
limbs high in a tree. Can you 
imagine the ride during a 
strong wind and yet I’ve 
never heard of an Oriole nest 
being destroyed by the wind 
unless the limb or tree 
broke. 

Did you know that the nest 
of a Chipping Sparrow is 
almost always lined with 
horsehair; or that a Red- 
winged Blackbird builds a 
nest into a deep pocket form- 
ed of cattails and pliable 
reeds bent into a circle. The 
Whip-poor-will just ignores 
the nest building process al- 
together by laying its two 
eggs on leaves in heavily 
forested areas, so unless you 
are sharp eyed, its nest or 
rather eggs will never be 
seen. 

The Robin is probably the 
least bothered by our activi- 
ties and its nest built in a 
bush near a window provides 
children an excellent view of 
the nesting and fledging 
process.

The PARADOX struck me 
suddenly. Here we are ina 
time of widespread and hun- 
gry searching among the 
young and not so young for 
something called ‘‘Meaning- 
ful Relationship.” It is a 
something not clearly 
defined, searcely delin- 
eated; something felt, in 
some vague way, as a desire, 
a need for a human connec- 
tion that seems-what? Real- 
in a time of superficiality? 
Dependable-in a time of 
rapid change? Sensitively 
understanding-in a time of 
depersonalization? Caring- 
at moments of frustration or 
discouragement or feeling 


_ pressed by some life circum- 


stances? 

And here we are at a time 
when a whole new genera- 
tion has entered the human 
service professions, commit- 
ted to helping other human 
beings in one of the many 
areas of human need. 

There are young physi- 
cians (in a variety of special- 
izations), social workers (in 
an equal variety), lawyers 
(especially those in public 
and poverty law), teachers 
(from preschool onward), 


nurses (general and special- . 


ized), corrections workers, 
recreation workers, thera- 
pist for psychological, neuro- 
logical, physical or skill dis- 
abilities of many sorts, 
clergymen of all faiths, the 
range of “people helpers’’ is 
an astounding one. 

They are equipped to un- 
dertake their tasks with at 
least beginning competence, 
by their formal -education 
plus (often) supervised prac- 
tice experience; or they are 
essentially beginning learn- 
ers, partially prepared so as 
to be able to carry their 
necessary auxiliary roles as 
aides or paraprofessionals. 

Most of them feel they 
“like people” and that they 
want to be of help to them. 
Most of them have some con- 
cern about the human condi- 
tion and ideals about want- 
ing to do some good in the

world, even if that may be 
limited to the relatively 
small number of human 
beings they will influence in 
the course of their profes- 
sional ministration. Most of 
them had very little prepa- 
ration for what is the first 
problem to be solved in being 
of help to another person: 
how to connect, how-to come 
into some alliance in a vital 
way with the person who 
wants or needs help. Many of 
them are themselves at a 
stage of life when the prob- 
lems of finding, forming, 
developing and sustaining 
personally fulfilling relation- 
ships have yet to be 
resolved. And many of them 
are quite unprepared for 
what they often find: that 
human beings are not 
always willing or able to ac- 
cept and use the aids offered, 
to follow the prescriptions 
given them; that the com- 
promises people often must 
make are not always 
palatable; that the way to a 
troubled person’s head is of- 
ten through his heart.

When my baby boy, who is 
now 2% months old, was 
born, Dr. Fox was out of 
town. I was not allowed to 
choose Dr. Gosling or Dr.

Resource 
Review

The Inland Lakes and 
Streams Act (Act 346, 
Public Acts of 1972) requires 
a permit be obtained prior to 
dredging, filling or building 
a structure on the bot- 
tomlands of most inland 
water in the state. 

The procedure for the 
issuance of the permit is as 
follows: The Permit applica- 
tion is received, logged and 
entered into a computer. It 
then goes through a review 
process which incorporates 
state and federal require- 
ments for such projects. At 
this point, approximately 
30% of the applications are 
returned to the individual in- 
volved due to incom- 
pleteness: These must be re- 
submitted and the process 
Started over. 

Those apptications which 
are complete are deter- 
mined to be a major or 
minor project. A minor pro- 
ject is any that involves a 
seawall of under 300 feet or 
under 300 cubic yards of fill 
or dredge material. These 
minor project applications 
are forwarded to the field for 
inspection and comment. 
Final action to issue, modify 
or deny the application is 
then made. Major project 
permits require that a public 
hearing be held. A 20-day 
notice is issued and at the 
end of that time a hearing is 
held and fina) action to issue, 
modify or deny is made. This 
process may take several 
months (there were 5068 ap- 
plications in 1985 and 7000 
anticipated in 1986). 

In the past, I have ap- 
proved extremely minor 
projects myself to save 
various people the hassle 
and delay inherent in the 
above process. I have learn- 
ed the hard way that I can’t 
do that anymore. Therefore 
all projects, no matter how 
minor, will require a permit. 
Applications are available 
from Conservation Officers 
and most DNR offices.

The ultimate flying ma- 
chine may be neither bird nor 
plane, but the monarch but- 
terfly. Monarchs save energy 
by riding thermals—rising 
air masses that lift them to 
favorable altitudes. They 
will fly anywhere, - from 
ground level up to 7,000 feet, 
above many light airplanes.

When threatened, the butter- 
flies can accelerate to 25 mph.
